On Wednesday last the hands employed in 
the H.B.Co. saw mill struck for $40 a month 
and board. They were getting 330. 

Cou. RicHarpson left for Battleford, Mr. 
Hardisty for Carlton and Mr. E McGillivray 
for Victoria, per York boat on Friday. 

Last week's weather report was unavoidably 
crowded out. The highest and lowest read- 
ings of the thermometer vere on Saturday 
the 10th, being 75 and 39 degrees respectively. 


Two rafts of saw logs slipped from their 
moorings above the fort on Thursday and are 
guing yet, despite all efforts to deiain them. 
Values about 3200. They had not been de- 
livered at the miil. 


THs contract for the carpenter work on A. 
Macdonald & Co’s hotel has been let toJ. 
Goodridge. The brick wore has not been 
econuacted for as bricks are considered to be 
too expensive at present. 

Cou. RICHARDSON does not expect to hold 
court at Edmonton again. Before the next 
sittings it is likely that the boundaries of the 
jud.cial districts will be changed so as to bring 
Edmonton under the jurisdiction of Col. 
McLeod. 

THERE isa good prospect for sport on the 
Ist of July, as a good many horses are in 
training for the races. Some horses have ar- 
rived from Victoria to take part in them. 
A circular track has been laid out near the 
oid race track. 

Ong of the gentlemen who arrived lately 
from Oregon has taken a claim onthe Old 
Man’s Kuoll, on the south side of the river, 
about ten miles from town. He expe-ts that 
there will be a considerable immigration of 
Oregon peuple to the North West this vear, 
either to the Bow River or Edmonton dis- 
tricts. 

J. COLEMAN nearly drowned his yoke of 
oxen in the Second Rat Creek at the Belmont 
bridge on Wednesday. The planks of the 
bridge were loose and the oxen in pulling the 
wagon across hauled them together and went 
down head first between the s‘ringers. Cole- 
man got the yoke off and the oxen wriggled 
out all right, but the bridge is badly in 
need of repair. 


8. D. Mutkmns has a map of the issue of 
December 31st, 1881, showing the points at 
which the specimens of earth taken by Mr. 
George Simpson were obtained. The speci- 
mens were taken along the ordinary travelled 
road, at points twenty miles apart, from Lac 
Sve.Anne to Winniseg. The maps of this date 
are the most correct ever issued by the De- 
partment and show the located line of the 
C.P.R. as far ay the Moose Jaw Creek. 


Tuere is war at the Little Mountain. The 
14th base line rune through the settlement 
directly east and west and the settlers have 
run their lines from it, each one ro 
160 or 320 acres as the case might be. 
Edmonton and Ft. Saskatchewan road also 
runs through the settlement in a direction 
from south-west to north-east, running acrom 
a corner of the elaum generally reoognized as 


belonging to Murdoch McLeod, Mr. McLeod 
has fenced in his claim, thereby obliging 
travellers to make a detour around the corner 
of hisficld. This they object to and throw 
down the fence without ceremony. He erects 
it again and high words and threats of legal 
and illegal proceedings pass on both sides. 
The point at issue is whether any one has the 
right, for any reason, te impodc travel on the 
public highways. We believe the law says dis- 
tinctly that he has net, but if there is any 
doubt in the matter it would be better for all 
parties to have it settled at once in court. 

A LARGE tree caught on the ferry cable on 
Wednesday and gave it a hard racket. The 
cable was lowered to let the tree pass and the 
current was so heavy,owing tothe high water, 
that it could not be raised again. Whise it was 
lying in the water so much driftwood caught 
on it that the stake to which it was fastened 
en the north side was pulled out and floated 
down the river as far as the cable would 
reach, forming a kind of buoy, which caught 
and held a great deal of driftwood, causing a 
heavy strain on the cable. The ferryman 
worked hard the greater part of Thursday to 
get it clear but without avail. In the evening 
about adozen men went over from the fort 
and suceeeded in getting the cable clear of the 
water without damage, and coiling it up on 
the south bank of the river where it is to be 
feired it will have to remain for a good while, 
unless the steamer will assist in stretching it 
when she comes up again. The scow 1s being 
rigged with oars in the old fashioned way but 
she is so large and the river so high and swift 
that crossing is a very difficult job, ani »eems 
harder now after the people having once ex- 
perienced the benefit of a cable ferry.

Court opened on Friday at ten o’clock. 

J. F. Cellihou was brought up on a charge 
of shooting W. J. O’Donneil’s cow at Riviere 
Qui Barre. He pleaded guilty and was sen- 
tenced to six months hard labor at Battleford.

Haly was laid over uncil the sittings in

J. M. Bannerman vs. M. McCauley, Frank

shanty on the 2ist of February last. The bill 
was. For cost of material and construction, 
$125; for loss of time and injury to business 
and other expenses, 3700. McCauley objected 


to the trial of the case as all the parties had 


. been acquitted of the same charge in the 


criminal court the day before. Objection 
overruled. The evidence given was similar te 
that givenat the trial. Theshanty was valued 
as it stood at about $65. No evidence as to 
damage by loss of time or injury to business 
was offered. Judgment was deferred until 
Saturday morning, when it was delivered as 
follows : 

1. Bannerman placed timber on a piece of 
land in legal occupation of Mr. McCauley. 

2. After notice from McCauley of the fact 
that he was trespassing and being ordered to 
remove the lumber, Bannerman, with fulland 
clear notice, in defiance of MecCauley’s pro- 
prietary rights, commenced to, and partly 
erected a small shanty or building on Mec- 
Cauley’s land 

3. McCaulev, assisted by the other defen- 
dants, on the 2Ist of February, removed this 
partly erected building from the land, and in 
aoing so caused no injury to the material be- 
yond what was unpreventable, using care in 
the removal. icCauley’s team and sleighs 

were used 

4. After the building or erection had been 
got clear of MoVauley’s premises instead of 
stopping and depositing it, as should have 
been done, the building and material was 
taken by McCauley’s team, McCauley accom- 
panying it, to a distant point, and then turned 
over the river bank, by means of which it was 
destroyed. 

5. It was McCauley’s duty and within his 
power, so far as shown, to have prevented 
this, and having failed in this, as against 
McCauley, plaintiff's action holds. 

6. No other of the defendants being identi- 
fied with him, as to them plaintiff fails. 

7. Plaintiff is entitled to compensation for 
the lureSer destroyed only. 

Judgment fer plaintiff as against McCauley 
for $40, and for the other defendants. 

Villiers & Pearson vs. A. R. Chisholm, 
action on note of $249. Judgment for plain- 
tiffs. 

Wilson vs. Galbraith, action to recover 
money due after dissolution of partnership.

proceed to Edmonton to make a survey of 
the settlement. 

A LEITER was received from Rev. A. Suth- 
Sutherland by last mail stating that he as sec- 
retary of the Methodist Missionary Society, 
had received assurances from Lindsay Russell, 
Deputy Minister of the Interior, that the 
rights of the Society to the land known as the 
mission property at Edmonton, would be pro- 
tected. He further stated that the BULLETIN 
was in error in alluding te the Sociecy as an 
“ unin sorporated ” body. 

D. McKixtey, who explored the river 
above Edmonton as far as the mouth of the 
North Fork las: winter, says that besides coal, 
he saw ledges of limestone and free stone in 
the banks, also, that the supply of spruce and 
poplar timber, suitable for sawing, along the 
river 18 much larger than other late explorers

LAW AND JUSTICE. 

Long ago very astute politician gave it as 
his opinion that speech Was given to man that 
Le might conceal histhoughts. Carrying out 
« similar principle— or lack of principle— many 
think and try to make others believe that the 
jaw existe to defeat justice. But it must be 
remembered that speech was not given for this 
purpose and that it requires a certain amount 
of brains on the part of the liar as well as 
gollibility on the part of the person lied to in 
order to make the first proposition eome true. 
Soin the second case, brains on one hand 
and prejudice on the other are equally neces. 
sary The proceedings at the late sittings of 
the court bere must have been a rude sur- 
prise to those who have for the past six 
months pleased themselves with the idea that 
the jaw could be twisted around by them so 
far as to altogether subvert justice, and at the 
same time fill their pockets out of what be- 
longed to other men. There isno dout that 
the criminal and civil trials of those concern- 
el in the removal of Bannerman’s shanty 
from the mission property not only decided 
the cases actually before the court, but also 
the future course of events in this settlement, 
if not throughout the North-West. It wasa 
matter of small moment to the public whether 
these men were committed to prison or cast in 
heavy damages, as far a3 they were concerned 
individually, but the peint of law decided by 
their trial is of the deepest interest to every 
man who does now or in the future expects to 
hold any land not defined by the government 
survey. That the result has been entirely 
satisfactory to every one, except those imme- 
diately concerned in the jumping, there is 
every reason to believe ; and even they must 
be glad, aside from this particular case, that 
the lew has been laid down as it has, for if 
this had not been done the property they have, 
or expected to acquire, could have been taken 
from them as easily as they had taken from 
others. Had the cases been decided against 
the prisoners or defendants, as these parties 
fondly hoped they wouid, no doubt before this 
time the attempt would have been made to 
carry out the grand scheme of jumping which 
was being organized in the winter, but which 
was so promptly nipped in the bud, m the 
one case by government officials allied with 
riotous outlaws, leading on a red-handed mob 
of half-breeds (vide Fair Play in Daily Globe) 
aud in the other by an organized mob under 
H.B.Co. influence, styling themselves a vigi- 
lance committee, (vide Justice in Winnipeg 
Times) composed of arrant cowards, of whom 
toe BvLuerin is the mouthpiece (vids Nemo 
in the Manitooa Free Press), That such 
high-minded, law - abiding, justice - loving, 
woll- posted gentiemen (7) should have allowed 
themselves to be stopped so suddenly when on 
such a glorious career of prosperity as was 
opening up before them, (to wit, stealing the 
land belonging to their neighbors) by such an 
outfit as they represent did stop them, s>eaks 
very little for their courage or ability and 
very wuch less for the goodness of their

cause; and now that the cruel, cruel, inex- 


orable law has stepped in and not only justi- ; 


fied this blood-thirsty, cowardly mob and told 
them they were right, but has placed them— 
the jumpers—under ban of the lav if they 
attempt any more homesteading on other 
men’s land, they must be convinced that 
either the principle they have been acting on 
(that law is not justice) is a failure, or else 
that they bave not the brains or ability neces- 
sary to carry it out. 
That they have failed in their attempts on 
the property and liberty of more peaceable 
and honest men than themselves has not been 
for lack of earnest endeaver on their part. 
From the time that George pointed that un- 
fortunate revolver on the crowd afound his 
shanty until the present, every effort that lay 
in the power of each and all to put forth, has 
been exerted to strengthen their hands and 
ruin those who oppcosed them, with the net 
result that they have failed in every point, 
and those upon whom they proposed more 
especially to wreak their malice, staad justi- 
fied before the public at large, by the letter, 
the spirit and the administration of the law. 
Their utcer venom is shown in the pu dlication 
of the three letters we have aliuded to. 
Finding public opinion here unanimous 
against them, not daring to try conclusions 
again with the vigilantes, whom Nemo alludes 
to as being utterly squelched, they try by par- 
agraphs of misstatements and columns of lies, 
by imputing the worst metives and appealing 
to prejudices of religion, class, race and trade 
interest in these three great papers to set the 
tide of public opinion against those whom 
they jondly imagined they had securely in the 
toils of the law, and against whom the only 
effort necessary to be exerted was what would 
be sufficient to secure a severe enough sen- 
tence. Their jaudable efforts did not cease 
until the delivery of the judgment in the 
civil case, which, with the unanimous verdict 
of the jury in the criminal case, is the best 
answer to all the statements amd accusations 
that have been made. 

The point ac issue was not alone whether 
Bannerman had a right to jump the mission 
property or not, but #t was whether any one 
had aright to jump any property held by 
another or not. Every claim in the town or 
country was as open to jumping as that one. 
It was only chosen because it was particularly 
valuable and particularly defenceless. It was 
to decile these points that Bannerman went 
or was sent on the mission property, and it 
was for the same reason that he was so uncere- 
moniously boosted off. This was why pub- 
lic feeling was so strong and unanimous on 
the subject and why people of ail creeds, 
races and interests were ranged on the side of 
the Methodist Mission. 

The religious aspect of the case had very 
little to do with it, but at the same time it 
might not be out of place to suggest to Mr. 
Bannerman and his friends that the next time 
they makea raid on church property they at- 
tack the contribution box instead of the 
graveyard.
